The answer to that question 
ia not hard it can't be done. Some 
folks propose III do It by an orKanl- 
Sation of priiiliii ..r.- wlilrli will cnn- 
trnl pricejt aud ri'fiise to si-ll Ik'Iow 
cost. We might as well recoKnfze 
one fact now as later, which is that 
no organisation can control pricen. 
It it were posaible to eatabllah such 
control for a tHne it would Inevitably 
defeat Itself, tor prices wiiuld then be 
s<.| SI) high thitt priidiicl Ion wmild he 
-I niiiilali il lii ri. and .ilirn.iil iiiilil Ilic 
whole Kcbenie went to sinu^h. .\nil 
quite a smash it would be. OrKani- 
satlons to control prices are not de- 
sirable, but organitatlona to get the 
best possible prices are useful aud 
there shonld be more of them. 

This same i iirri>piiiid'':il ri pcal- 
a vi-ry cummiiii fallai y when he say^ 
that fariULTb mutl take whal they an 
offered for their products while oth- 
er men can set their own prices and 
get them. The fact la that pricee of 
commodities are not fixed aeeording 

III the iileas of lhi>.-e wkO produce or 
distriliiiie them hut liy conditions sur- 
rounding ibi'ir priidiiction and sale. 
It is natural to jump to the con- 
clusion that because a manufacturer 
or a merchant names the price he 
Axes to anit himaelt, but he cannot 
iiii thia. If be could do it he would. 

and so would all of na. for human 

• 

mil lire Is niiirh the same everywhere: 
lull hi' niiist name his prii'e accord- 
biK to the ciiiiditioiis which ai'tiially 
llx il. If he names it t»io hlRh he 
does mil sell, somebody else pets the 
business. These are general princi- 
ples covering the manntaetnre ami 
sale of merchandise, bnt there are 
exceptions, for Instance in ease of 

siiiiii' lialeiited articles. The infln- 
eiicis which control prices .»f other 
IhiiiKs than farm produci.< are not 
always su cl(>urly visible us those 
ivklch govern lewn markets, but they 
•o.s; and opei.ite Just as effectively 
though perhapi> leas promptly. Let 
us 'ry to go farther into all these 
inu 'ors than the surface and Icurn 
ill- iriith al'i III ilii'iii.
